JUDGE GRESHAM ON THE PEOPLE AND 

PUBLIC DUTY. 

There are many passages in Judge Gresh- 
am’s able, thoughtful, and eloquent ad- 
dress made before the Society of the Army 
of the Tennessee in this city in November, 
1879, in the presence of ex-President Grant, 
and reproduced in Tus Trisunse of yester- 
day, which will appeal forcibly to the judg- 
ment and the patriotism of good citizens as 
pertinent to current events m our history 
and pregnant with suggestions for the re- 
moval of political abuses and the protection 
of the people against the rule of corruption- 
ists and demagogs. 

The cardinal principle of these sugges- 
tions is based on trust in the people. Re- 
peatedly in the course of his address Judge 
Gresham expresses his belief in the intrinsic 
worth of the peopie, their loyalty, their 
integrity, and their self-control. He is not 
afraid of the result of honest appeals to their 
intelligence to secure the righting of public 
. Wrongs and the remedying of social and po- 
litical abuses.. While absorbed in their vari- 
| ous. vocations and enterprises the people be- 
come at times, as he says, too indifferent to the 
public good; they are too prone to surrender 
their conscience and their judgment to dem- 
agogs under the guise of party leaders. But 
when they discover they are bemg misled— 
and they are easily awakened to real danger 


| —they will assert themselves to the destruc- 


tion of those wko have sought to mislead 
them. Some politicians are too apt to forget 
this: They abuse the confidence of their 
supporters and are punished for their betray- 
al of the trust. 

It is at such times that men who care for 
the honor and safety of the country “must 
not be deterred,’’ as Judge Gresham says, 
from waging a determined and unrelenting 
War against those who by fraud or deception 
would defeat or misinterpret the popular 

»; ‘when the wise precepts and the 
virtuous methods of the fathers of the Re- 
public must be impressed on the people 
themselves for their instruction and guid- 
ance. 

In this connection Judge Gresham calls at- 
tention to the neglect of their duty by those 
whose position and education ought to make 
them leaders and advisers of the people. He 
says:

Whenever the honest people are aroused 


from their public lethargy the corruptionists 


and demagogs are invariably overthrown. 


appreciation 
of their duties as citizens of the Republic, 
and it requires men of the influence, charac- 
ter, and attainments of Judge Gresham to re- 
mind them that “where the people rule, the 
responsibility for the public welfare rests 
upon ali alike, and a neglect of the primaries 
and the polls is a failureto discharge the 
most important duties of citizenship. By the 
negiect of these duties political management 
is relinquished to unworthy men, and misgov- 
ernment is a natural result.” These truths 
cannot be impressed too often or too forcibly 
upon the henest masses of the people. 


SMALL PUBLIC PARKS. 

If what Tux Tarscune quoted the other day 
from an eminent medical practitioner about 
play as a brainmaker be true, public parks 
are as necessary for the health of a commu- 
nity as pastimes for the health of individuals, 
The architectural beauty of Chicago arouses 
enthusiastic admiration in the minds of vi8- 
itors. After that its park system appears 
the chief distinction. But while the large 
parks are both health-giving and ornamental, 
it is to be remembered that, except as to 


ple who are most in need of their benetit is 
restricted by distance to Sundays; and even 
that day the cost of earrying families from 
the tenement parts of Chicago—for unfortu- 
nately we have tenement sections, although 
Mr. Warner did not see them—must dimin- 
ish the value of the parks to the poor. 

A need which there is no municipal means 
of supplying is the small park in the interior 
sections of the city. Itis much to be re- 


} gretted that in selecting sites for public 


buildings sufficient ground was not secured 
for open spaces on all sides of them. It is 
also to be regretted that, since the public 
treasury has been exhausted in meeting un- 
anticipated and imperative deniands for other 
purposes, private pride in the character of 
the city has not induced any of the more fort- 
unate who have grown wealthy with the 
growth of the city tc present it with small 
parks. Their value, whether for use or beau- 
ty, cannot be overestimated. While Chicago 
isin some respects the most-to-be-admired 
city on the American Continent, in this re- 
Bpect it is sadly behind other American cities. 
New York has the Battery grounds; it has an 
open area around its court-house; and it has 
Madison and Union Squares. All these are 
within the great area of its business life. It has 
other breathing-spots in more remote parts of 
the city. They all serve for beauty, for rest- 
ing-places, and as effectual barriers against 
the spread of fire, 

Chicago has not a seat to afford rest nor a 
tree to lend shelter at any point in its busi- 
nese district. From the business centre to 
the homes the absence of resting-places, of 
public gardens, of breathing-spots, 1s no less 
remarkable. There is Washington Square 
on the North Side to prove how eagerly trees 
and grass and the music ot a fountain are 
availed of to give the children pure air and 
secure playground. This square is situate, 
however, ina part of the city which could 
better spare it than other parts in which 
homes are more crowded and air tainted. As 
the cheap wooden houses have been planted 
throughout the northwest and the southwest, 
as the brick cheap flats have grown thicker 
and thicker inside the area in which wood is 
forbidden, the need of the small park, both 
for health and for protection against fire, 
becomes more apparent. Fifty smali squares 
throughout the city would be worth twice as 
many fire-engines. 

They would also have a moral value. 
The father who must escape from the heat 
of his little homein midsummer will go to 
the saloon if there, be no better place. To 
the little park néar enough to take his chil- 
dren he would be more willing to, since in it 
he could have their company.. It is easier to 
make a poor man a good citizen by. giving 
him pure air when sober than to hit him with 
a policeman’s club over the head when drunk. 
But it is clearly out of the question for small 
interurban parks to be procured now at the 
taxpayers’ expense. They find their burdens 
heavy enough meeting the extraordinary 
outlay required every year for indispensable 
public necessities. If we are to have small 
parks we must look to the public spirit of 
private citizens for them. A man who cares 
enough for the good-will of his race to wish 
tor his name on a granit pile in a graveyard 
might more logically inscribe it on the pave- 
ment of a free public park where the living, 
as they daily crossed it to rest, would thank 
him both for themselves and for those who 
are to come after them. 


PUBLIC ETHICS, PAST AKD PRESENT. 

“In those days there were giants.” A 
well-known monthly magazine has been taking 
the newspaper press to task for many sins. Its 
strictures are in a measure just. No news- 
paper, even the ones conducted with sys- 
tematic prudence and anxious to perform 
only the legitimate and high functions that 
the public opinion of the time creates and ap- 
proves for them, can pretend that errors are 
avoidable. But when the oritic of the press 
undertakes to say that the newspapers of to- 
day are inferior either in morais or manners 
to those of the past he simply demonstrates 
that his acquaintance with those of the past 
is limited. He claims, for instance, that in 
the first half of our first century of National 
history the educational influence exerted by 
state papers, by pamphlets, and by disserta- 
tions printed in the gaze‘s it would be hard- 
ly possible to overestimate.” He would have 
it implied that, while the newspaper of the 
present is more newsy, more alert, more en- 
terprising, the newspaper and pamphlet, the 
essay and state paper of the past were su- 
perior in elevating power, in styie, and in in- 
structive character. 

As for pamphlets, the first half of the first 
century of the Republic was rife with them. 
It was an age of pamphiets. The pamphlet 
was the literary vehicle adopted in England 
and France, as well as in the United States, 
for the dissemination of all sorts of opinions. 
The newspapers or gazets were com- 
paratively few, there were no efficient means 
of circulating them, they were scarcely 
nows-gatherers in a vroper sense, and they 
exerted little or no influence. The pamphlet 
had @ place and an opportunity. If any one 
who has the leisure will take the time to 
read a few samples of them ne will be ata 
loss to discover their ennobling influence. 
Every crank, every fanatic, every coward 


©} that dared not avow his opinions over his 


signature, every scoundrel that found anon- 
ymity a safe cloak for libel wrote pamphiets. 


of the scold. Their pedantry was pre- 
posterous when their coarseness was not dis- 
gusting. There were exceptions, of course, 
but the manners of the pamphleteer of the 
first half of the first century of the Repub- 
lic were never before commended to tne 
emulation of men. 

Forgery was not uncommon ; Washin n 
himself did not escape it. Benjamin — 
un Bache published a series of forged letters 
which he charged upon Washington and lent 
them apparent authenticity by a minute de- 
scription of their coming to the light out of 
® portmanteau belonging to the General 
which a mulatto servant surrendered to the 
British. The calumny had been originated

Their literary style was in most cases that. 


astonish even a time which has heard a Voor- 
hees in the United States Senate. 


another agamst Washington himself. For 
any critic of the contemporaneous press’ to 
hold the gazets up as models or as better 
than the press of today in ethics is astonish- 
ing, and can be accounted for only on the 
presumption that he has not spent time on 
their files. It would be easy to reproduce 
Ulustrations of their meanness, their vulgar- 
ity, their truculent and villanous personal 
assaults. It is unnecessary. It is more im- 
portant that the press of today should watch 
its own faults than revive those of its prede- 
cessors. Every scholar knows thatin every 
plane of life, in every department of litera- 
ture, in every form of public deliverance, 
thereis more dignity, more responsibility, 
more modesty, more decorum, and more kind- 
liness than prevailed at any period in the 
past. 

As for state papers it is true we have fall- 
en pretty low. But it will not be contended 
that. excepting the essays of Jay, Franklin, 
Madison, Jefferson, Hamilton, and a few of 
less note, the writers having the phenomenal 
advantage which the nature of their theme 
afforded, there is any political literature sur- 
passing in force, morality, courage, and con- 
ciseness that brought out by the War of the 
Rebellion. Lincoln’s simple and noble pen is 
unrivaled. What set of polticians in any 
earlier epoch are the superiors in political 
writing of Seward, Chase, Stanton? Who 
has touched more thrillingly the choras of 
American consciousness than Charles Sum- 
ner? The men who prepared the state pa- 
pers of the period following the Revolution 
were by no means more worthy of the Repub- 
licthan those ta whose lot it fell to defend 
democratic principles when assailed by the 
slave-holding power, There is a good deal of 
nonsense in exalting the past of the world 
over the present. Never wasitdone more 
foolishly than in this attempt to make the 
newspapers, the pamphiets, and the political 
literature of the earlier life of the United 
States better than its press, life, and litera- 
ture of today. 


WHAT I8 THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN? 

A correspondent writes toask: “ What is 
the meaning of the Irish ‘ plan of campaign’ 
which the Pope has condemned?” A brief 
reply would be that it is a tenant-farmers’ 
trades union. The details of the plan are 
about as follows: The tenants on any estate 
on being called on to pay their semi-annual 
rent meet, organize, and agree on the amount 
which they can afford to pay—60, 75, or 80 per 
cent of the amount claimed by the landlord, 
as the case may be. They bind themselves 
by resolution to stand together, and appoint 
from among their own number a committee 
to wait on the landlord or his representative 
to make an offer of payment according to 
the terms of the agreement. If this 
tender is accepted the tenants pay the land- 
lord individually, the well-to-do or the fortu- 
nate helping out the less fortunate and capa- 
ble. If the offer is not accepted the tenants 
pay their rental over into the hands of a 
trustee or treasurer, one of their own num- 
ber, or the pastor dx ‘the district. The land- 
lord is thereupon notified that the money is 
ready for him whenever he coyeludes to ac- 
cept the tenants’ terms. The identity of the 
treasurer is a secret for the purpose of pre- 
venting the recovery under the statute of the 
amount lodged with him by the landlord as 
part payment of the rental. 

The plan is not tried except in the case 
of rackrenting landlords whose estates, 
on account of long-standing arrears 
or for other causes, did not come 
within the operation of the Land act at the 
ume it was adopted. It is never resorted to 
“except on the advice of the National leaders 
like Mr. Dillon and Mr. O’Brien. There are 
not above fifty cases all told, perhaps, in 
which it has been adopted. The most con- 
spicuous applications are those in the cases 
of Lord Clanricarde and Lord Massarene. 
The latter is the brother-in-law of Capt. 
Ross, the English Roman Catholic emissary 
at the Vatican. This fact will explain much 
of the bitterness of the Irish Catholics con- 
cerning the Papal rescript. The application 
of the plan in the Ross case was advised by 
Mr. Dillon, who was sentenced to six months’ 


| imprisonment Friday for his action in the 


matter. 

The great advantage of combinations of 
this character in dealing with landlords is 
that they enforce unity among the tenants. 
Any one of the latter who should go back 
on his agreement and make terms for him- 
self individually with his landlord would for- 
feit his portion of the rent in the hands of 
the trustees. The landlord, therefore, has 
little opportunity for fighting the tenants in 
detail, as he has done in the past. It is not 
necessary to say that one tenant cannot take 
advantage of another as the result of evic- 


non. It is an unwritten law in Ireland that 


no man is to take a farm from which another 
is evicted. This is observed more strictly 
than any law on the British statute-books. 
The Pope says the plan of campaign is “ con- 
trary to faith and morals.” Those who do 
not believe in Papal infallibility will form

EXECUTION BY ELECTRICITY. 

Apropos of the passage by the New York 
Legislature recently of the bill for inflicting 
the death penalty by electricity instead of 
hanging, the London Spectator makes a sug- 
gestion which will be sure to occur to any 
one who gives the question a sober second 
thought. Its general criticism is to the effect 
that inflicting painless death for crime is lia- 
ble to result in “a deadening of the natural and 
most beneficial horror of inflicting death too 
readily,” and this position, which at first sight 
seems a cruel or unnecessarily harsh one, the 
Spectator sets forth with a good deal of philo- 
sophical clearness. Upon this point it says: 


The doctrine of euthanasia for criminals will 
be preached—indeed, is preached in some quar- 
ters already—ana it may yet find acceptance in 
those new societies where the only ideal that 
really prevails is the ideal of comfort on this 
earth apd for all men. If such a generation 
arises, or if the hearts of men approximate to- 
Wards the hearts that such a generauon would 
possess, it would be found that, with the practice 
of killing only by coarse ana painful methods, 
revolting even to those who. like 8 deem 
capital punishment indispensable, a at re- 
straint on Killing had disappeared. To slay psin- 
lesiy, without fuss, without bloodshed, without 
disuguremeut of the human frame, would seem 
80 Casy, comparatively so little shocking. 
There are few men, however brutal, who would 
not sooner order a hundred men to be fusilladed 
out of sight than a hundred men to be separately 
hanged before them; and execution by eleetrici- 
ty, involving as it does no pain, is far less brutal 
even than fusillading. Suppose all the irreclaim- 
able convicts in London executed in silence, se- 
cretly, with ho possibility of pain, would the an- 
nouncement of tme fact create halt the repug- 
— which the execution of one criminal 
now 


The application of this argument is two- 
fold. It operates alike upon those who in- 
flict the penalty and those upon whom it is 
mflicted. Capital punishment, by the exist- 
ing method, undoubtedly serves as a check 
upon Judces and The infliction not 
Sanh: Teng but 0 pain serves to make 
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economy must have noticed with more or less 


its infliction, and how long will it be before 
executions will cease to impose responsibility 
upon jurors or produce any more effect upon 
the public than the ordinary list of deaths 
by natural causes printed in the daily news- 
paper? As the Spectator says:: Who is 
moved by the Registrar-General’s week- 
ly return or the return of deaths in a con- 
vict prison? Do you suppose that Mary 
Tudor’s martyrs, dying invisible, without 
pain, without report save that they were 
dead, would have shocked London into Prot- 
estantism? They would have passed, as 
even now convicts sentenced to labor for life 
pass, to their doom unheeded, except by the 
few who made their destinies a study.” 
From this pomt ot view the Spectatcr argues 
that the motive of the New York Leg- 
islature is not so much to reduce the pain of 
the criminal as the pain of society which 
inflicts the penalty, and that in doing so it 
is also reducing society’s care to have its 
conscience clear. Under the proposed order 
of things little interest would be felt in a 
criminal’s case or little care for bis death. 
It would be conceded that he was only a 
criminal and that as he died easily 
and painlesly it was a matter of 
little consequence. This would be 
a dangerous condition for society to reach 
and would pave the way for easy and even 
careless and irresponsible infliction of the 
death ty. Might it not also have an 
effect other than deterrent upon criminals 
themselves if they knew their punishment 
would be instantaneous and painless? If the 
object of society is merely to remove the 
criminal out of the world as quickly as pos- 
sible without reference to the influence of 
the death penalty either upon society or 
criminfls little could be said against painless 
death; but, viewing the matter from the 
philosophical side, there is certainly much 
force in the position of the Spectator, that the 
influence upon public feeling would be dan- 
gerous and bad. 


THE DIVORCE QUESTION. 
The most careless observer of social 


apprehension the alarming increase of cases 
in ourdivorce courts. Not a day passes that 
closet doors are not opened and the publig’in- 
vited to view the family skeletons, occupy- 
ing all sorts of positions, from the most gro- 
tesque to the most tragic. Comedies and 
tragedies are going on right before the eyes 
of dwellers in cities which do not reveal 
themselves until the denouement is reached 
in thé divorce court. There is a brief mo- 
ment of surprise, then the curtain rings 
down and the stage is prepared for another, 
and so the sorry business goes on from day 
to day, sometimes silly enough to make men 
laugh, sometimes sad enough to make angels 
weep. 

The same observer will haye noticed that 
the large majority of these divorces are har- 
vested in the cities. One-half of the urban 
population of Illinois, for instance, belongs 
to Chicago, which has four or five times as 
many divorces as all the rest of the cities of the 
State and fifty times as many as the rural 
population. The palpable solution of the 
problem is that the city must have fifty 
times as many reasons and temptations to 
divorce as the country. The difference in 
social conditions must be one of the causes 
largely accountable for this. There is more 
personal harmony in the household and a 
larger community of interests in society in 
the country. In the city people nye in little 
circles or cliques. Sometimes they know 
little or nothing ana care less for their 
neighbors. In the country the social circle 
intersects every house, and within its cir- 
cumference the smallest event that trans- 
pires is common property. In a farmer’s fam- 
ily the number of acres he owns, the amount 
of crops he plants, the stock he buys, the 
money he spends and earns, the newspaper 
he reads, the dresses his wife wears, the 
gains and losses he makes—all that trans- 
pires in his family is the common talk and 
knowledge of the community. Though the 
gossip which this occasions is sometimes 
unpleasant, it has its compensation in a gen- 
eral social harmony in the community, based 
upon something like social equality, and as 
the mother’s and father’s interests are also 
in common there is likely to be compatibility 
in the household. Even if all does not go 
smoothly there is two much work from morn- 
ing to night to allow of time wasted in 
wrangling. Constant occupation is a great 
domestic safety-valve. Domestic outbreaks 
growing out of incompatibility of temper 
would be known instantly all over the village 
or town and entail social disgrace. A 
divorce in the city is not looked upon asa 
disgrace, in the country it is tantamount toa 
crime. The social atmosphere of the com- 
munity itself is a deterrent. 

Undoubtedly the matter of money enters 
largely into the divorce question and fur- 
nishés one of the most common causes of 
disagreement and domestic wrangling. The 
demands of fashion and social competition in 
the city and the calls for money on every 
hand make it a difficult matter to keep within 
one’s income and at the same time keep up 
with the social procession. The expenses of 
living, dress, entertainments, amusements, 
charities, fashions, and competition with 
one’s friends are enormous, and are provoca- 
tive of dissension, bickering, and quarrels, 
which can be fanned easily into an open, 
rupture and final divorce. The larger degree 
of social equality in the country, the scarcity 
of amusements, the comparative cheapness 
of social dissipation, the small amounts nec 
essary to be devoted to charity, the fewer 
demands made for money, and the slightness 
of the social pressure are not so likely to 
open up opportunities for disagreement. 

Another frequent cause of domestic inhar- 
mony in the city, from which the country is 
spared, is the tendency of club and secret- 
society life to separate husbands and wives 
from each other’s society. These organiza- 
tions are continually on the increase, 
and ‘as men in cities often belong to 
several of them they are drawn away 
from home nights and see little of 
their families. To be away from home soon 
becomes a habit. In many clubs the tenden- 
cy is to draw a man down instead of elevat- 
ing him. The man soon finds himself tray- 
eling a different road from his wife and going 
his own way. The inevitable result is that 
the wife soon begins to go her own way, and, 
as they are traveling in different directions, 
they soon get so far apart that return is im- 
possible. The husband finds other company 
which is more agreeabie to him, and it will 
not be the fault of the wife if she does not 
find men who are more agreeable to her. The 
end of this any one can see. 

Anotner frequent cause for divorce in the 
cities which does not exist in the country 
to any great extent is the commercial basis 
upon which marriages are arranged. In the 
country the old-fogy idea still prevails that 
the heart has everything to do with marriage. 
In the city most marriages are arranged 
by the designing mammas and sometimes by 
the daughters themselves on a financial 
| basis. It often happens, however—the Beem 
case was a sad instance of this—that both 
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one advances 


tired of his wife because she does not dress 
as tastily, does not make as good an appear- 
ance, or has not acquired as many ac 


complishments as the other women with etal, 


whom he and she associate. In both cases a 
few reproaches prepare the way fore quarrel 
and separation. 

In the lax condition of public morals which 
now exists and the prevailing tendency to 
regard any person as an old fogy who is con- 
tent with one wife, there are sufficient rea- 
sons to explain tne alarming increase of 
divorces. But where is it going to end! Wen 
no one considers himself disgraced by abpli- 
cation for a decree and no obstacle stands in 
the way of obtaining it, when even the: 
chureh, Protestant or Catholic, 1s powerless 
to restrain the mad rush, the student of social 
economy may well feel apprehensive that 
the time is close at hand when it will only be 
necessary to apply for divorce on the grounds 
of dislike or indifference in order to obtain 
it. How long will it be before such a condi- 
tion will lead to a polygamy as gross and 
dangerous as that of Mormonism? 


DANGER TO THE TORIES. 
Fifty of the Liberal-Unionist faction in the 


British Parliament have notiſled the Tory 
whips that they will vote against the clause 
of the Local Government bill which proposes _ 
to compensate saloonkeepers who may be de- 
prived of their licenses by the proposed new 
County Boards. This is a serious threat. If 
the Tories should surrender to the dictation 
of the Unionists and expunge the clause in 
question from the bill they would incur the 
wrath of the brewers and distillers and 
dramsellers and the Tory squires, who are 
the saloonkeepers’ landlords, and in fact the 
whole liquor interest. This would be un- 
comfortable for the “beer and Buble Min- 
istry.” 

Should the Ministers ignore fifty of the 
Unionists, on the other hand, they may be | 
brought to defeat, A transfer of fifty votes 
from the Government to the Gladstonian 
side of the House of Commons would wipe 
out the Ministerial majority. Some of the 
Unionists having broken with the Tories on 
this question might remain with their old 
friends. Salisbury would be forced to retire

IMPROVEMENT IN DRESS. 


MES, JENNESS MILLER’S TALK ON THIS 
ALL- ABSORBING TOPIC. 


An Interested Audience at All-Saints’ 


Church Initiated Into the Mysteries of 


an Art—How Mrs. Miller Frustrated 
Nature—She Presents for Inspection a 
Garment Vaguely Described as Them 

or “They”"—The Ladies Delighted. 
Nature did not intend me for a beautiful 
woman, but I have frustrated her.” The 
speaker stood on the tform of All Saints’ 
Church, on Oakwood-boulevard, yesterday 
afternoon. Her face was aglow with merri- 
ment and her spontaneous sally was received 
with a gentle swish of laughter that ran 
across the audience as suddenly and swiftly 
asalight breaker over the sea-sands on a 
summer day. Thefullforce of the words 
seized both speaker and audience, and for 
several moments nothing was heard but 
peals of laughter, musical and unrestrained, 
but that sort of peal which proclaims refined 
women. The words were the more mirth- 
provoking because only a moment before 
Mrs. Jenness Miller had seriously disclaimed 
being even pretty. “Ido not want compli- 
ments,” she said, gravely; “I speak only the 
truth. I came of consumptive steck. I was 


. foreordained for an early death. My chest 


was hollow, my cheeks were wan; I was 
stoop-shouldered. ana had no appetite. I was 
con inually warned not to take cold, for if I 
did I should surely have a cough, and i knew 
what that meant. No,I am not beautiful. 
My face is out of proportion tomy body. My 
mouth is too large and my teeth are not 
perfect. Nature did little for me. What I 
am I owe to physical culture.“ 

All this was spoken by a woman of shapely 
head, animated face, sparkling eyes, beauti- 
ful figure, the movements of a fawn, the 
voice of one used to command, and the dress 
of a belle. Then she finished with the self- 
contradiction, and her audience took the anti- 
climax for its full worth and enjoyed it for 
several minutes at the cost vf all progress in 
the proceedings. 

Time has been when dress reform meant 
the and example of Mrs. Amelia 
Bloomer of New York, who, forty years ago, 
expressed her displeasure with superincum- 
bent draperies by discarding them. A soli- 
tary disciple has until recently honored her 
memory by following her pattern; but Dr. 
Mary Walker, like Rosa Bonheur, who has 
laid aside her trousers and tunic since she 
ceased to live only among her stock and in 
her studio, has returned to the garments 
which the folly of woman has suffered in for 


many centuries. Dress reform of a still later 


period was Illustrated by the late Jane Grey 
Swissheim. Suffrage veterans of her sex will 
recall a scene when that sturdy and formida- 
ble little woman confronted an excited 
gathering in Farwell Hall and aroused 
alarm by threats delivered in a shrill but 
incisive voice implying destruction to a 
world of enemies. “I published a paper in 
Minnesota, she said, and people bought it 
every week to see what was in it that ought 
not to be.“ Mrs. Swisshelm’s idea of dress 
reform was a black alpaca, uncorseted, un- 
gusseted, a rigid bodice on a single skirt 
without frilis, pannier, or more gathers than 
were indispensable for locomoron with con- 
siderable difficulty. 

The new gospel of dress reform is of an- 
other type. “I dislike the phrase ‘dress re- 
form,“ said Mrs. Jenness Miller. Nobody 
wants to be reformed. If aman proposes to 
reform men he is liable to have his head 
broken. Women do not break heads, but, 
what is quite as bad, they won’t reform. 
Therefore, I prefer the phrase ‘dress im- 
provement.’”’’ Mrs. Miller then spoke about 
‘the absurdity of going into the streets in the 
rain so equipped that every woman was a 
spectacle of helplesness and stupidity. 
“Just think of a sane and richtmind- 
ed woman starting out on a rainy day 
with an umbrella in one hand and her 
clothes in the other!“ and she illustrated in 
action so capitally that 200 fully. grown 
women laughed as if they had never heard 
or seen such a thing before in their lives. 
They were women weil worthy the enter- 
taining and educative talk to which they 
listened. They were from all parts of the 
city, and had been invited to hear Mrs. Jen- 
ness Miller on a subject dearer to their hearts 
than any other topic, unless, posgibly, hus- 
bands and children. They were materna! 
looking for the most part, with faces that 
suggested the kindness of fortune, homes 
that were happy, and minds that were keen. 
Every apt word of the lecturer found instant 
response. Her thrusts of sympathetic rid 
cule were received with the best of humor. 
When she asked them to put questions the 
request was complied with promptly, gener- 
ally, and astutely. Theories would not do. 
If their own modes of dressing were not to 
be altered, at least they proposed that the 
daughters should be dressed wisely, and 
Mrs. Miller had to explain every seam, every 
button, and every gore. 

Of course the reform was to begin from 
within, as all reforms must. Health first, 
then beauty—or rather beauty foliowing 
upon health. No abrupt flying in the face of 
fashion with a revolutionary sweeping away 
of draperies, reeds, elastics; flowing sxirts, 
and trim bodices. On the contrary, the pres- 
ervation of every line of grace found iu the 
prevailing modes and the infusion into their 
folds of new and more graceful lines. The 
discarding of those barbarous and cruel body 
torturers which were invented in France dur- 
ing the eighteenth cevtury and found their 
most famous illustrators in women whose 
hames are not the most resplendent in French 
history. The bustle Mrs. Jenness Miller looks 
upon as canaille. The compression of the 
trunk she despises more than the foreshorten-

CLAUS SPRECKELS’ IDEA. 


HE BELIEVES HE CAN KNOCK OUT 
THE SUGAR TRUST. 

Having Accomplished This Object He Will 
Proceed to Establish the Beet-Sugar In- 
dustry on a Basis That Will Permanently 
Benefit the Agriculturist—He Chats 
witha “Tribune” Man About His Stu- 
pendous Pians. 

Claus Spreckels is 60 years old, has made 
himself a m many times over, and 
has just began his life work. This is the es- 
tablishment in America of the beet-sugar in- 
dustry on a basis that will ently bene- 
fit the agriculturist. Incidentally it is his 
bur pose to annihilate the Sugar Trust. In 
order to sweep this obstacle out of his path 
with as little delay as possible he is putting a 
few millions into a refinery in Philadelphia. 
Land worth half a million, including three 
wharves on the Delaware River, has been 
purchased next that occupied by the freight 
depot of the Pennsyivania Railroad, and 
upon it will be erected a plant having a ca- 


‘ pacity of 600,000 tons of sugar annually. For 


the last month Mr. Spreckels has had a corps 
of a dozen engineers and draughtsmen at 
work on plans in New York. Last week he 
telegraphed them to meet him tomorrow in 
Philadelphia. Mr. Spreckels left San Fran- 
cisco about the same time as his telegram 
ana reached Chicago yesterday morning, He 
awaited the departure of the evening train at 
the Richelieu, where he talked freely of his 
plans toa TRIBUNE representative. He is a 
thick-set man of good hight, with iron-gray 
hair and beard, and a complexion whicn 
none but persons in perfect health ever pos- 
sess. From his kindly address and apyear- 
ance of an unvarying evenness of temper 
one would imagine him to be the last person 
in the world to pick a quarrel witn the king 
of ali the trusts and set to work systemati- 
cally to worry it out of existence. But he 
claims to have picked no quarrel.

There is but one question to be 
answered, and that is, Who can do the work 
the cheapest?’ 

Aud you have faith in your ability to 
make sugar cheaper than anybody else? 

No, that is not it. It is not so bad as that. 
All I have to do is to run my two refiaeries 
at a less expense than is required to run the 
fifteen or more in the trust 

“You cannot mean that with your two out 
of a total of seventeen refineries in the 
United States you can monopolize the out- 
put? 

“ With my two refineries I can supply half 
of all the sugar consumed in this country. 
The annual consumption of sugar im the 
United States does not excecd 1,350,000 tons. 
The capacity of my California refinery is 
200,000 tons, and within a year from now the 
Philadelphia plan will be ready to guarantee 
@ yearly output of 300,000 tons. I have pur- 
chased a sufficient amount of land so that 
this annual yield can be increased to 600,000 
tons, which will make a total of 800,000 of the 
1,850,000 tons consumed the product of my 
refineries. We export little sugar; so you 

2 the whole question is narrowed down to 
ret ‘who can make sugar the cheapest, I 
or the trust.” ; 

„From the haste with which you are push- 
ing torward your Philadeiphia project one 
would imagine that you anticipate a hard 
struggle soon to begin. You spoke of twelve 
draughtsman at work on plans? 

* Yes, we are not losing aday. We must 
be in fighting trim before the trust gets too 
strong’ If we can turn out 500,000 tons of 
sugar next year with our two refineries the 
the trust with its fifteen will have to seil 
sugar very cheap or shut down some of its 
shops. 

»Meanwhile you are probably not neglect- 
ing your beet-sugar experiments!“ 

„% By no means. I am 60 years old and have 
more money than I can ever spend, but in 
spite of all that I feel that my life work has 
just begun. No one works more hours a day 
or finds greater pleasure m his work than I 
do in working out this beet-sugar problem. 
You will pardon meif I say that Iam the 
man to put the industry on a successful foot- 
ing in this country. Others have tried and 
failed through lack of experience. A com- 
pany would get machinery, import one or 
two skilled workmen from Germany, and set 
to work. At the end of a couple of years a 
dead loss of Half a million or so would con- 
vince them that this country was not adapt- 
ed to the raising of beet sugar. The trouble 
was not in the country, but in the 
fact that the few workmen imported were not 
familiar with all the steps in the process. 
There is where I have the advantage of them. 
Iam. I train my men personally for each 
department, and have made beet sugar a suc- 
cess in California. In order to lose no time 
in making the experiment, I went to the ex- 
pense of shipping 500 tons of machinery from 
Germany to Santa Cruz County. The result 
is that I am now ready to help every farmer 
in America to determine whether or not his 
land will raise sugar beets.“ 

„How do you propose to do this?” 

„Last year I distributed sugar-beet-seed to 
over one thousand farmers in different parts 
of the country, asking them to ship me the 
product for analysis. In this way it can 
easily be determined where the crop can be 
grown to advantage. , It is the crop beyond 
all others which 1t will benent the agricultur- 
ists to raise every third year. More grain 
can be grown on land which is pianted to 
beets every third year than could be grown 
on the same ground with no other crop inter- 
vening. In Germany since the introduction of 
beet culture more grain is grown than ever 
before. The beet reots penetrate and loosen 
the soil to a considerable depth, leaving it in 
excellent shape for wheat or corn. The beet-

MONTGOMERY WAS RELEASED. 


The Affidavit Would Not Hold the Alabama 
Lumber Merchant. 
Sprinecrietp, Ill., May 12.—Special.]— 
Judge Allen today heard the habeas corpus 
ease for the discharge of George F. Mont- 
gomery of Olney, III., from arrest under 
Gov. Oglesby’s warrant issued on a requisi- 
tion from Gov. Seay of Alabama. Mont- 
gomery was taken into custody May 8, but 
was held by Judge Allen’s writ, issued the 
next day, and was not turned over to the 
messenger from Alabama. Montgomery had 
been largely engaged in the lumber business, 
buying in the Southern States and shipping 
North. His counsel claimed that the pur- 
ef the requisition was to take him 
— to Alabama and force bim to buy 
his peace by preferring certain of 
his creditors, Counsel from Alabama de- 
fended the requisition n and 
in court today demurred to the Sheriff's re- 
turn on Judge Allen's writ. The case was 
disposed of on the demurrer. Montgomery’s 
counsel argued that the affidavit on which 
Gov. Seay issued his requisiuon was insuf- 
ficient, simply stating that Montgomery had 
obtained, in the ordinary courseof trade, 
property on credit by false representations 
of his pecuniary condition with intent to de- 
fraud, and that no showing was made as to 
who was defrauded, when or where, or what 
property was fraudulen obtained or in 
what amount, and mat it did not even appear 
that Guy H. Fitzgeraid, who makes the affl- 
davit, was an injured or interested party. 
Attorney-General Hunt appeared to defend 
the executive process of Illinois, but did not 
make a speech. The Alabama attorneys argued 
the sufiiciency of the affidavit and rested 
their case chiefly on the fact of its conform- 
ity to the preliminary pleading in the prac- 
tice under their statutes. Judge Allen held 
the affidavit to be defective, saying it Was a 
mere skeleton and, tested by itself, it charged 
nothing to justify depriving a citizen of his 
liberty. He held that the prisoner must be 
legally charged with an offense so stated as 
to show definitly what he had done. He 
therefore ordered Montgomery’s discharge. 
Counsel intimated that they would have the 
papers corrected and would apply in for 
a requisition, in which case it is understood 
another habeas corpus proceeding will ensue 
to be determined on questions of fact. 


MANITOBA’S LATE BOODLERS. 


Premier Greenway Makes Grave Charges 
Against His Predecessor. 

WiIxXXIr Z, Man., May 12.—[Special.|—The 
budget debate which began in the Legisla- 
ture Friday night and continued today has 
caused an unprecedented sensation in this 
city. It reveais astounding delinquencies on 
the partof the late Government. In every 
department of the service there have been 
carelesness and peculations.

Opposition te Free Weol and Cheaper 
Clothes Retires Him from Con 

Wasuinerox, D. C., May 10 — Special to 
Cincinnat) Enquirer (Dem.) J. The defeat of 
the Hon. Beriah Wilkins for a renomination 
to a fourth term in Congress from the Co- 
shocton district, which was announced at 
the Capitol a few minutes before the House 
convened today, provoked more than the 
usual comment and was discussed more than 
any contest so far held in any Congressional 
district in the country.

The tariff revenue 
reform people asserted with some show of 
pulitical glee that it was an Administration 
victory, and that it was because of Mr. Wil- 
kins’ high protection posiuon on the wool 
question. They proceeded to warningly twit 
other Democrats, who, it is said, share the 
same high wool tax] views with which Mr, 
Wilkins has been crédited. ‘ 

[The district has a solid 4,000 Democratic 
majority, and contains more sheep than any 
other district in Ohio, but the people have 
grown tired of dear clothes and cheap wool, 
such as the present tariff gives them. | 

I hope, however, added Mr. Mills, laugh- 
ingly, ‘‘ that his successor will be all right on 
the wool question.“ 

Speaker Carlisie said: “Of course, Mr. 
Wilkins and I have different views regard- 
ing certain public matters, and, aside from 
that, lam sorry to hear of his defeat fora 
renomination. Mr. Wilkins has made an 
efficient and exceedingly useful member of 
the House, and I would have been much grat- 
ified, personally, to have heard of his renom- 
ination. I hear,” added the Speaker, that 
Mr. Owens is a good tariff-for-revenve man. 

If ne has been opposed to the removal of 
the duty on wool it has been because he be- 
lieved that the majority of his constituents 
felt that way. He stood on the platform 
built by several Democratic State Conven-

The County Commissioners Find Drs. Con- 
ley and Chenguit All Right, 

A special committee of the County Board 
went out to Dunning yesterday to investi- 
gate the recent charges aguinst the manage- 
ment of the County Iufirmary. The commit- 
tee consisted of Commissioners Biair, Scuily, 
Jenkins, Grannis, Cool, and Kimbell, and 
County-Attorney Bliss was present as an ad- 
visory member of the committee. The main 
subject of investigation was the charge 
that the death of Bertha Samuelson May 
2 was caused by a mistake in a pre- 
scription written by Assistant-Physi- 
cian Emma C. Chenault, ounces being 
written fordrachms. While it is true that 
it was Written that way, the druggist cor- 
rected the mistake and snould have notified 
the doctor of the slip of her pencit. Bertha 
Samuelson’s death was shown to have been 
the resuit of a rupture and consequent blood- 
poisoning. No biame, thereiore, could be at- 
tached to Dr. Conley. It was shown that 
there was no cause for a criticism of Dr. 
Chenault in connection with the death of an 
infant she was treating. As to the charge 
that nearly ail the empioyés are Catholics, it 
was shown that twenty-six out of forty-six 
are Protestants. . 

The charge that Dr. Conley only visited 
certain wards once a day was disproved by 
the private inquiries made by Commissioner 
Scully among the patients, that gentleman 
finding that the wards were visited once or 
twice a day, according to the patients. 

In conversation of a general character the 
Commissioners expressed themselves well 
pleased with the neavuness, cleanliness, and 
general management of the infirmary,- only

No Longer Any Hope that the Kaiser Can 

Secure More than Temporary Relief— 

A General Opinion Among Diplomats 

that a Great European Conflict Cannot

recurrence of the inflammation caused gen- 
eral excitement till the results of inquiries at 
the palace were published. The offiqal news 
concerning his condition is not entirely trust- 
worthy, as the doctors join in the 
concealment of thé worst phases of his 
malady and in making the most of any 
change for thé better. But reliable informa- 
tion that has been indirectly obtained tends 
towards the hope that the Emperor's 
life will be prolonged beyond the recent ex- 
pectations, A favorable symptom is his in- 
ereasing strength: Today his efforts to walk 
about the room were fairly successful. A 
week ago he could not move his limbs. Now 
with slight help he is able to take an occa- 
sional turn up and down the room. His fever 


in the morning is very slight, but increases 
towards night. His sleepfulness continues, 
though frequently broken, but he enjoys in- 
tervals of repose deep and refreshing. 
His breathing is now seldom labored. 
The Empress visis his bedside every 
morning, awaits his waking, and re- 
mains until the doctors assem- 
ble for consultation, when she withdraws to 
meet her daughters to go out riding.

MR. KIEL’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Theories us to the Manner of the Taking 
Of of the Wisconsin Merchant. 

OsuxkosH, Wis., May 12.—[Special.]—The 
causés which led to the death of J. H. Kiel 
at Ingalis, Mich., dro still unsolved. The 
undertaker to whose rooms the body was 
taken ov its arrival here examined it care- 
fully today and found no marks which 
Would indicate foul play, and it was decided 
not to hold an ihquest. The main reason for 
this is that the matter is not within the juris- 
diction of the authorities here. It is the 
supbosition that Mr. Kiel accidentally fell 
into the river or was held under the water 
until lifé was éxtinct by parties unknown. 
It had been the custom of i his 
firm to pay off their employés about the 12th 
or 15th of each month, and the supposition 
that he had money may have been the mo- 
tive for the murder. He had but $20 with 
him, however, which, with his watch and 
mileage tickets, is missing. It is the pre- 
sumption of those who discard the theory of 
murder that these articles may have dropped 
out of his pockets when he fell . the 
stream or were taken by persons roaming in 
the woods who came across the body. 
The fact that Mr. * was held up a few 
days previous near Ingalis aud 75 cents 
which he had taken lends strength to the the- 
ory of murder with some. It is understood 
a most rigid inquiry will be made at Ingalls 
into the wanner of his death. Deceased car- 
ried an insurance of $12,000 on his life. The 
theory of suicide has been suggested, but no 
stock is taken in this.

Not Much of Anythittg—How They Gave 
Boulanger Publicity—Paid Interviews 
with an Aspiring Adventuress—Bis- 
marck’s Watchfalness of Newspapers. 
Panis, May 1.—[Special Correspondence. |— 
It is said that the newspapers have created 
Gen. Boulanger. Had it tiot been for the 
public noteriety they gave him he never 
would have attained the position he enjoys. 
This, I think, 14 quite true. And it is true in 
France, as it could not be true anywhere else. 
pf course the press is everywhere a potent 
actor in making. or destroying reputations 
aid in molding public affairs. Even Prince 
Bismarck recognizes this. He refers to the 
words of the press as “ nothing but printers’ 
ink spread on paper.“ But no man reads the 
papers more diligentiy than he. Besides 
personally reading every day a dozen or more 
of the leading journals from various Euro- 
pean Capitals, he keeps a staff of from four 
to six clerks constantly at work, like the 
exchange editors in a newspaper office, scan- 
ning the columns of hundreds and perhaps 
thousands of papers from all parts of the 
world and clipping out every item that can 
pussibly be of interest to him. These clip- 
pings, with the names and dates of the pa- 
pers from which they are taken, are care- 
fully classified and indexed and pasted in 
enormous scrapbooks. These volumes form 
a conspicuous feature in the Chancellor’s 
private library. There is one lettered on 
the back -‘‘Socialism,” another France 
— Military,“ another “ France—Civil,” an- 
other Russia,“ another ‘* Cuiturkampf,” 
and so on. Each volume is subdivided 
into chapters, and all so carefully indexed 
that the statesman can in a moment turn to 
what has been said by any particular paper 
on any particular subject. This vast encycio- 
pedia is made use of in many ways. I re- 
member a gentleman from Chicago telling 
me a tew years ago a curious incident of his 
visit to Berlin. He called on Prince Bis- 
marck, armed with a note of ititroduction 
from the German Minister at Washington. 


The Prince received him cordially, and af ter 
that 


a few general remarks said: “I see 
your Chicago papers are pitching into me on 
the pork question.” And then he went on to 
quote the exact language whe vurious papers 
had used and replied to their arguments. 
“He told me,“ said the gentleman, ‘‘ more 
about the Chicago papers and the pork-pack- 
ing industries than I knew myself, though 1 
have lived there all my life. Aud before I 
left in came Congressman ——, from Califor- 
ma, and the Price at once turned on him 
with a lot of talk about the silver question 
and what the Pacific coast newspapers were 
saying about it.“ That is one of the secrets 
of Prince Bismarck’s greatness. He knows 
just what Tar Caicaeo Tribune is saying 
about the pork trade, and what thé London 
Times thinks of the Battenberg marriage, and 
what le Figaro has to say about Gen. Bou- 
langer, and what the Shanghai Mercury says 
about German commerce and colonization in 
the antipodes. Printers“ ink spread on 
paper ! 

But I was writing about the part the 
French press has played in creating Gen. 
Boulunger. It has puffed him into his pres- 
ent magnitude not, I assure you. because it 
26 at all in sympathy with him, but rather be- 
cause he furnishes an interesting topic. The 
French are the greatest newspaper readers 
in the world. But, like the Athenians of old, 
they are always wanting to hear or tell of 
some new thing. To the editor who caters to 
such a taste, thererore, this harlequin Gén- 


eral is a godsend. Today, he is the hero of a, 


new song at the cafés. Tomorrow, he is 
caught visiting Paris against orders. dis- 
guised with a wig, blue goggles, and a 
crutch. The nextday he organizes a mob to 
insult the funeral of Senator Carnot. He is 
a kaleidoscope is constantly being 
shaken, and is presentiag continually new 
combinations of form and color, each more 
bizarre than the former. An inexhaustible 
mine of riches to the sensational editor. 
Never has 4 single topic presented so many 
novel phases and retained its freshness atid 
uvailibility so long. The artists of the pic- 
toriai press, too, have been busy. Not only 
have the great illustrated journals teemed 
with pictures of and about him, but the daily 
papers have introduced crude outline 
sketches of him into their columas. 

These newspaper notices ot Gen. Boulanger 
have been, it is true. largely hostile to him. 
But that does not matter. They gave him 
notoriety. They kept him before the public 
and that was sufficient. Everybody, as 
have said, reads the papers. But not every- 
body, by any means, ig influencéa by them in 
forming his opinions. It is not the argument, 
nor the array of facts, that impresses a 
Frenchman’s mind. The striking epithet or 
the enthusiastic phrase will catch his fancy 
and drag his judgment from its moorings. 
For example, France is the worst taxed cotin- 
try imthe world. That makes a burden upon 
the public. Some one cries, “‘Hurrah for 
Boulanger and lower taxes!” And the pub- 
lic responds, ** Hurrah!’ without ever think- 
ing that there is no more connection between 
Gen. Boulanger and a lower tax-rate than 
there is between him and the man in the. 


moon. 

A third time I repeat that everybody in 
France reads the newspapers. I think that 
they do so to a greater extent than the peo- 
ple of any other country. And yet French 
eet are about the poorest in the world. 
Sertainly they would be considered so any- 
where outside of France. They contain al- 
most no general news. You may read a 
leading Paris journal daily for a week with- 
out seeing the United States mentioned. 
Such a thing as half a column of news die- 
patches from New York is an unheard-of 
thing. Nor does English, or German, or 
Russian news fare much better. Nor is 
there, indeed, any attempt to give the news 
of the day in France, or oven in Paris itself. 
There are columns of verbatim reports of 
the latest scandalous divorce suit, other col- 
umns about a wordy harange in the Cham- 
ber, and boulevard gossip ad libitum. There 
are plenty of interviews with prominent men 
and women, mostly paid for as advertise- 
ments. There is also a considerable amount 
of musical, dramatic, and art criticism, also 
largely paid for. As to the general news of 
the world, it may be enough to say that not a 
single newspaper in Paris has anything re- 
motely resembling a corps of foreign corre- 
spondents or a foreign news service. 

A year or two ago a woman of easy morals 
came here from St. Petersburg. She was 
entirely nnknown here. Nor had she much 
money. But she aspired to leadership in the 
demi-monde. How? She got around a youn 
speculator with more money than brains an 
wheediea him into giving and loaning her 
large sums, in all, it is said, about $200,000. 
With this capital she subsidized the press. 
One of the leading journals appearea one 
day with balf its first page devoted to an in- 
terview with her. In it she was described 
as the most beautiful and fascinating 
creature that ever drew breath, and there 
was achapter on her conquests which gave 
the reader to believe that half the monarchs 
and millionaires in Europe were at her feet. 
Next day another paper devoted a column to 
a minute description of her wardrobe, mostly 
imaginary. And so it went on for a week. 
have seen a letter which she wrote to the 
young fellow who pave her the money, 
returning him his loans and _  tell- 
ng him the result of her speculation. 
0 send you back,” she wrote, 
“the 500,000 francs you loaned me, with 
my thanks and love. I assure you 1 have 
made good use of it. I spent the whole of 
it on the newspapers. Doubtless you have 
observed in what manner. 
the account of me a dome? .. . Well, 
did I get the money kt? I assure you that 
within twenty-four hours after the pnblica- 
tion of that first interview in Ze— I was 
called on by a score of rich and titled suit- 
ors, and I received letters and presents from 
twice as many more. Of course I couldn't 
see them all. But from the few that 
I selected I have already got more than two 
million francs for my half-million.” And this 
woman is now perhaps the dest-Known 
woman of the town in Paris. Her jewels, 
her house, and ber horses and carriages are 
the envy of Princesses, and she sets the 
fashion in dress for all society. She is 
reputed to be worth more than 000. 
All this she has won by the venality of the 


press. :

But then the circulation of many of our 
papers is very large, and their legitimate 
profits are enormous. rr one knows. of 
course, of the Petit Journal, with its more 
than 600,000 daily circulation. It is an insig- 
nificant little sheet, the whole paper not con- 
taining as much matter as a singie page o 
THe Trinung. There are many other o 
these little papers that circulafe widely be- 
cause they are cheap. All told, there are 
now no less than eighty-one daily papers 
puplished in this city. ; ‘

CONSTRUING A LIQUOR LAW. 


A Decision that Keeping a Saloon Open 
Sanday Is No Nuisance. 

La Crossz, Wis., May 12.—[Special.}— 
The Personal Wiberty League are ju- 
bilant tonight over a Supreme Court de- 
cision in their favor deciaring that 
a saloonkeeper who cells liquors 
Sunday is not guilty of maintaining a 
nuisance. This case grew out of the Sunday 
law agitation here last summer, when an at- 
tempt was made by the Law and Order 
League to close the saloons Sunday and 
to suppress ball-playing and all other viola- 
tions of the Mosaic law. The initial pro- 
ceedings against the saloonkeepers failed 
for lack of evidence, no one being found that 
would swear that he took a drink Sunday. 
The Law and Order League then had John 
Wacker, the leading saloonkeeper of the 
city, arrésted for maintaining a nuisance, 
and the case went to the Supreme Court. 
After a strong conflict the court has decidea 
in favor of the saloons, which practically ig- 
nores the Su law and leaves the ques- 
tion in the hands of the community when the 
case arises. 


ATTACKED BY TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Railrosa Men Killed and Passengers 
Wounded—The Express Safe Taken. 

Nogazs, Ari., May 12.—Six train-robbers, 
supposed to be Mexicans, attacked the south- 
bound Sonora train as it was standing at a 
small station called Adua Zarca, about 10 
o’clock last nicht. The robbers opened fire 
and killed the fireman and wounded several 
others, one of whom, Conductor Atkisson, 
has since died. Messenger Hay was badly 
wounded in the head and back. The Wells- 
Fargo box containing about $140 was taken. 
The railway officials have offered a reward of 
$1,000 for the capture of the robbers. A large 
posse of Mexicans and soldiers are in pursuit 
of them. 

The name of the fireman. who was killed 
was Forbes. Conductor Atkisson died this 
morning. The express messenger, Hay, 
has been removed here, and his chances for 
recovery are about even. A passenger 
named French and another railroad man are 
also severely wounded.
